FRANCO-AMERICAN 
TREATY HELD VALID 

Washington, Aug. 25 — While 
Germany is vanquished for the 
present, "nothing but force is 
likely to restrain her from seek- 
ing world dcimination at the ear- 
liest opportunity," in the opinion 
of the^Senate Judiciary sub-com- 
mittce^appointed to report on the 
validity of the proposed treaty by 
which the United States would 
go to the aid of France in the 
event of an unprovoked attack by 
Germany. 

In holding that uie ratification 
of the special treaty Is within the 
constitutional powers of the 
.American government, the sub- 
committee in its report tv^day said 
it was for the interest of the Un- 
ited States that France be allow- 
ed to recuperate and recover her 
old time vigor. "She will then 
be a great shield and protection 
to us against the German menace 
in future.*'

Mitwaukee, Wis., August 25— 
The importation of sheep from 

Western ranges to grazing fields' 
of nortlicrn Wisconsin, and the 
upper peninsula 0f Midiig i, 
started three years ago, now 1 ^ 
l)ecome an annual practice. ; 
fewer tlian 50,(X)0 head of slu . 
and 10,000 head of cattle have 
been moved intcj Wisconsin frurii 
Western ranches during July and 
August. » 

The livestock is kept on tlie 
grazing fields imtil ready for 
shipment to be slaughtered. Th;- 
movement of iinjwrting Jivestock 
from the W est began after a 
conference at tlie National Wool- 
growers Convention at Salt Lake 
City. The convention was in- 
duced to send committees into 
the prospective "Jjrazing territory 
and tile restdt of their study is 
described in the wojrds of Frank 
J. Hagenbarth, president, as fol- 
lows : 

"You have the best country on 
earth for livestock and grazing. 
It is a well-known fact, that the 
best stock is raised in the colder 
countries, that they produce the 
b,est wiool. Sheep and cattle de- 
teriorate in the warm countries. 
Nature designed this upper coun- 
try for livestock and favored in 
that regard as it favored no 
other section of our country." 

Mr. Hagenbarth, foltowirtg the 
reading of his report, personally 
acquired 98,000 acres for the 
estal>Iishment of his own sheep 
ranches. 

Malwaukee capital has be- 
come interested in a nund)er of 
sheep most notably those at Jim 
Falls in the Chijjpewa Valley and 
at Phillips in Pri county. The 
movement now indicates that 
livestock banks must l>e ^realed 
where the banking interests^ of 
theUreat Lakes basin will eff^r 
a new phase of activity.
